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Preface  To  Report

To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Haverfordwest  Rural  District  Council. 

Sir,  Madam,  and  Gentlemen, 

We  present  our  Report  upon  matters  affecting  the  Public  Health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  1959. 

The  body  of  the  Report  contains  detailed  information.  The  main 
items,  however,  may  be  summarised  as  follows: — 

Population. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  has  shown  a rise  of  300.  The 
population  of  the  district  is  now  bordering  upon  23,000,  as  compared 
with  20,000  in  1947. 

Births. 

The  Birth  Rate  has  gradually  declined  since  the  immediate  post- 
war years.  This  is  a National  feature.  The  Birth  Rate  for  the 
District  compares  favourably  with  the  National  Rate. 

The  number  of  Still-births  and  Illegitimate  births  remained 
substantially  the  same  as  for  the  preceding  year — 10  and  13 
respectively — and  are  still  a little  in  excess  of  National  statistics. 

Deaths. 

The  General  Death  Rate  decreased  for  the  second  successive 
year.  The  Rate  for  1959  (10.9  per  1000  pop.)  compares  most  favour- 
ably with  the  County  and  National  Rates. 

There  was  a considerable  increase  of  deaths  from  Cancer,  but 
the  Cancer  Death  Rate  in  the  District  is  still  less  than  the  National 
Rate. 

Violent  Deaths  remained  similar  to  the  preceding  year  (16),  but 
Home  Accidents  accounted  for  half  the  total  number. 

There  was  a remarkable  drop  in  the  number  of  Infant  Deaths 
(from  13  to  5),  giving  a very  low  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  1959. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Apart  from  Measles,  Whooping-Cough  and  Scarlet  Fever,  there 
was  little  of  note  in  the  incidence  of  Infectious  Diseases  during  the 
year. 

The  number  of  fresh  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  however, 
showed  a steep  increase.  The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  accounted  for 
much  of  this.  On  the  other  hand,  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis were  reduced,  giving  a quite  favourable  Death  Rate  as 
compared  with  the  National  Rate. 

There  were  no  fresh  cases  and  no  deaths,  due  to  Non-Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  in  the  District. 

During  the  year  further  progress  has  been  made  by  the  Council 
with  housing,  sewerage  and  water  schemes.  The  policy  of  providing 
a piped  water  supply  was  continued  and  small  extensions  to  the 
mains  services  were  carried  out.  The  major  project  of  providing  a 
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water  supply  to  the  new  industrial  area  at  Herbrandston  was  com- 
menced. A 6”  main  was  laid  to  provide  water  for  domestic^se,  and 
completion  of  the  20”  main  for  industrial  purposes  is  scht^^ed  for 
June  1960. 

Whilst  it  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  more  than  90%  of  the 
dwellings  in  the  rural  area  have  a piped  supply  of  water,  the 
continued  expansion  of  this  service  places  a heavy  burden  upon  the 
sources  of  supply.  Due  recognition  must  be  given  to  the  increased 
tourist  industry,  requiring  additional  strain  upon  water  sources.  This 
was  experienced  particularly  in  the  St.  Davids  area  when  temporary 
supplies  had  to  be  used  in  an  emergency. 

Progress  was  made  with  sewerage  schemes  for  villages  and 
hamlets.  Seven  schemes  were  completed  as  well  as  the  provision  ox 
satisfactory  filter  beds  additional  to  the  works  at  Solva. 

During  the  year  the  Council  continued  with  housing  schemes 
following  the  relaxation  on  restriction  of  capital  works.  Ten  bun- 
galows and  six  flats  were  completed.  The  Council  also  continued  the 
policy  of  acquiring,  by  voluntary  consent  certain  properties  which 
could  be  adapted  and  improved.  Thirty-two  dwelling  houses  were 
acquired  from  the  Welsh  Land  Settlement  Estate  at  Jordanston, 
Llanstadwell,  as  well  as  a terrace  of  five  dwellings  in  Waterstone. 

The  general  standard  of  housing  was  further  improved  by  means 
of  Improvement  grants  under  the  Housing  Acts.  Ninety-six  dwellings 
were  improved  by  the  provision  of  bathrooms  and  drainage. 

Steady  progress  has  been  maintained  in  dealing  with  Slum 
Clearance.  Twenty-three  unfit  premises  were  closed.  There  are, 
however,  far  too  many  sub-standard  dwellings  still  occupied  and 
progress  in  slum  clearance  should  be  accelerated. 

Routine  sampling  of  water,  milk,  ice-cream  and  mineral  waters 
was  maintained,  with  reassuring  results.  The  general  standard  of 
food  premises  remains  high. 

The  Council  continued  to  expand  its  refuse  collection  scheme, 
and  greater  attention  was  given  to  the  control  of  refuse  tips  and  the 
prevention  of  nuisances.  The  Council  have  approved  in  principle  the 
provision  of  properly  covered  dustbins  for  Council  houses  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  owners  and  occupiers  of  private  dwellings  will 
co-operate  by  providing  dustbins  and  so  minimise  nuisance  from 
overspilling  of  refuse  and  attraction  to  flies. 

Further  endeavours  have  been  pursued  in  the  anti-litter  campaign. 
Although  the  Council  have  provided  200  litter  baskets  in  the  villages 
and  seaside  resorts  and  at  lay-bys  on  main  roads,  only  by  education 
of  the  public  to  respect  the  countryside  will  success  be  achieved. 

It  is  regretted  that  certain  sections  of  the  general  public  still 
consider  that  premises  which  are  owned  by  the  Council  can  be 
wilfully  damaged  and  abused.  In  this  respect  the  public  conveniences 
erected  by  the  Council  have  again  been  subject  to  nuisance.  Here 
again,  only  education  of  the  public  to  respect  premises  erected  for 
their  benefit  will  bring  about  a sense  of  responsibility  in  these 
matters. 

The  Council  introduced  a new  feature  regarding  the  control  of 
rats  and  mice.  The  closure  of  the  Agricultural  Executive  Committee’s 
activities  concerning  pest  control  would  have  soon  produced  a serious 
loss,  financially  and  materially,  amongst  the  farming  community. 
The  Council  approved  the  extension  of  the  rodent  control  services  to 
include  farm  premises.  The  employment  of  two  rodent  operators 
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who  had  many  years  experience  in  this  work  assured  the  continuance 
of  a l^ghly  satisfactory  service.  It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that 
farm'^Pgenerally  have  co-operated  in  maintaining  control  over  these 
pests. 

Conclusion. 

We  should  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council,  and  the 
Staff,  for  their  continued  assistance  and  co-operation  during  the  year. 

We  should  like  also  to  thank  Dr.  Morgan  of  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  and  Mr.  Jenkins  of  the  Public  Analyst’s,  Carmarthen, 
together  with  their  respective  staffs,  for  their  assistance  regarding 
the  analysis  of  samples.

Discussion  on  Birth  Statistics. 

The  General  Birth  Rate  showed  a decrease  over  the  preceding 
year,  but  is  only  slightly  lower  than  the  National  Birth  Rate. 

The  number  of  Still  Bii'ths  was  10,  as  compared  with  9 for  the 
previous  year.  The  Still  Birth  Rate  for  the  District  is  considerably 
higher  than  the  National  Rate.  This  applies  to  the  County  as  a whole.

The  General  Death  Rate  of  10.9  per  1000  population  is  very 
satisfactory  being  below  the  Rates  for  both  the  County  and  England 
and  Wales. 
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There  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  Cancer 
Deaths  but  the  lower  Death  Rate  for  the  District  is  still  less  than 
the  I^ional  Rate. 

The  number  of  Violent  Deaths  remained  the  same  as  the  pre- 
ceding year,  and  is  still  high.  Fifty  per  cent,  of  these  deaths  were 
attributed  to  accidents  in  the  home. 

There  was  a large  reduction  in  the  number  of  Infant  Deaths, 
resulting  in  a very  low  Infant  Mortality  Rate.  This  is  encouraging 
as,  for  many  years,  the  Infant  Mortality  in  the  District  has  been 
above  average.

SECTION  II 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area  % 

WATER  SUPPLIES 


During  the  year  the  Council  has  continued  its  policy  of  providing 
mains  water  to  as  much  of  the  rural  district  as  possible  despite  the 
financial  strain  involved,  and  with  the  probability  of  re-grouping  of 
all  undertakings  in  the  County  of  Pembroke  into  one  all  purpose 
Board,  the  Council  has  redoubled  its  efforts  to  complete  the  dis- 
tribution system  in  order  to  provide  the  proposed  Board  with  an 
established  modern  undertaking  covering  almost  50%  of  the  area 
of  the  proposed  Board,  forming  a nucleus  into  which  the  other  smaller 
undertakings  could  be  embodied. 

At  the  31st  December  1959,  6,792  premises  were  being  supplied 
with  mains  water,  being  90.03%  of  the  total  number  of  properties  in 
the  rural  district. 

During  the  year  the  6-inch  potable  supply  main  to  the  new  Esso 
oil  refinery  was  completed  at  a cost  of  £57,000  and  came  into  use, 
and  the  20-inch  raw  water  main  to  the  refinery  was  in  course  of 
construction. 

Another  small  extension  to  Carmina — Sunnyside  in  Hayscastle 
Parish  and  costing  £1,200  was  completed.  Tenders  were  received  for 
the  Trecwn  Area  (Water  Survey  Fifth  Programme)  Scheme,  estimated 
at  £2,650. 

Outstanding  schemes  of  distribution  are: — 

St.  Davids  (Solva  Abstraction)  augmentation  scheme,  £29,960,  for 
finally  solving  the  problem  of  adequate  supplies  in  the  St.  Davids 
Peninsula,  now  waiting  for  Ministry  Inquiry. 

North  East  Regional  Scheme,  waiting  for  consent  to  go  to  tender, 
estimated  at  £35,000. 

St.  Edrins — St.  Lawrence  reinforcement  scheme,  awaiting  Ministry 
approval,  estimated  at  £4,380. 

A public  inquiry  was  held  into  the  proposed  acquisition  of  the 
Orlandon  (Admiralty)  scheme,  but  this  was  subsequently  abandoned 
because  of  the  threat  to  the  quantity  of  water  available  as  a result 
of  abstraction  by  riparian  owners  for  spray  irrigation.  The  import- 
ance of  this  source  had  in  any  case  diminished  as  a result  of  the 
coming  into  operation  of  the  Prescelly  Board’s  additional  supply  from 
the  Eastern  Cleddau  to  supplement  the  resources  of  the  Prescelly 
reservoir. 

The  summer  of  1959  was  the  driest  for  a large  number  of  years 
and  during  the  period  May  1st  to  October  7th  only  6.90  inches  of 
rain  was  recorded,  of  which  almost  half  fell  in  July  as  sudden 
thunderstorms  of  very  localised  natures.  The  Council  took  energetic 
action  to  meet  the  situation,  realising  that  the  area  most  likely  to 
experience  difficulty  would  be  the  St.  Davids  Peninsula,  by  obtaining 
emergency  abstraction  orders  to  permit  taking  water  from  a stream 
at  Porthyrhaw  in  order  to  augment  the  completely  inadequate  supply 
from  the  Ninewells  source.  Suitable  pumping  and  treatment  plant 
was  obtained,  mains  laid,  electricity  supplies  provided,  and  the  supply 
was  brought  into  use  within  eleven  days  of  the  decision  to  act  being 
taken,  and  the  results  thoroughly  justified  the  means  by  meeting  the 
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very  great  increase  in  demand  resulting  from  the  largest  ever  influx 
of  vigors  and  day  trippers. 

,nilarly,  emergency  plant  was  speedily  installed  at  Treffgarne 
Bridge,  on  the  Western  Cleddau  to  augment  the  Prescelly  supply 
to  the  central  region  of  the  rural  district. 

During  the  summer  period  daily  flows  averaged  some  1 l/5th 
million  gallons  per  day,  rising  to  1§  m.g.p.d.  Later  in  the  year  the 
demand  of  the  Esso  refinery  still  further  increased  the  figures  which 
ran  consistently  at  1J  m.g.p.d.,  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

As  a result  of  the  experience  gained  during  this  year,  the 
Council  faces  any  future  dx-ought  periods  with  a degree  of  confidence 
that  it  can  meet  the  heavily  increased  demands  which  arise  during 
these  conditions. 


SOURCES  OF  PIPED  WATER  SUPPLIES 
1 Prescelly. 

Situated  in  the  Prescelly  Hills  in  North  Pembrokeshire.  The 
water  is  a typical  upland  surface  water.  Filtration  and  chlorination 
take  place  in  a modern  plant  immediately  upon  leaving  the  impound- 
ing reservoir. 

Approximately  49%  of  piped  water  in  the  Rural  District  is 
supplied  from  this  source.  The  capacities  of  the  service  reservoirs  on 
this  supply  are  : —

2.  Hotwells — Glanrhyd. 

(a)  Hotwells — sixteen  acres  protected  area  with  springs 
collected  to  service  reservoir.  Water  chlorinated  and  given  pH  value 
correction. 

(b)  Glanrhyd — river  water  given  full  treatment,  sedimentation, 
pH  value  correction,  chlorination,  rapid  gravity  filtration,  and  then 
pumped  to  Hotwells  low  level  reservoir,  whence  together  with  the 
Hotwells  yield,  it  is  pumped  to  Hotwells  High  Level  reservoir. 

Approximately  26%  of  piped  water  in  the  Rural  District  is 
supplied  from  these  sources,  the  capacities  of  the  service  reservoirs

3.  Garn  Deifog,  Trecwn. 

Gathering  ground  and  reservoir  (covered),  upland  surface 
water.  Filtered  and  chlorinated.  The  bulk  of  this  water  is  supplied 
to  the  Royal  Naval  Depot  at  Trecwn. 
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4.  Nash  Farm,  Llangwm. 

Water  from  springs  is  piped  to  a covered  reservoir  h®  ng  a 
capacity  of  30,000  gallons  at  Llangwm,  and  relayed  to  the  villages 
of  Hook  and  Llangwm  after  chlorination.  Pressures  have  been 
improved  in  Llangwm  and  district  by  constructing  a small  high  level 
reservoir  and  pumping  the  supply  from  the  present  source  to  that 
reservoir. 

Approximately  2%  of  piped  water  in  the  Rural  District  is 
supplied  from  this  source. 

5.  Pengarn,  Henry’s  Moat. 

Uplands  spring  passed  through  sedimentation  tanks  and 
chlorinated.  Approximately  8%  of  piped  water  in  the  district  is 
from  this  source. 

6.  Mountain  Water,  Hayscastle. 

River  water  is  given  full  treatment  by  pressure  filters,  pH  value 
correction  and  chlorination,  and  thence  pumped  into  Plumstone  service 
reservoir.  In  a full  year  approximately  10%  of  piped  water  will 
come  from  this  source. 

7.  Nine  Wells,  St.  Davids. 

Water  is  pumped  from  wells  to  service  reservoir  and  thence 
relayed  to  St.  Davids.  This  source  is  used  to  augment  the  main 
supply  to  St.  Davids  (Hotwells — Glanrhyd).  Approximately  5%  of 
piped  water  in  the  Rural  District  is  supplied  from  this  source.  The 
capacities  of  the  service  reservoir  on  this  supply  are: — 

Nine  Wells  45,000  gallons 

Solva  High  Level  80,000  gallons 

This  latter  reservoir  could  also  be  served  from  the  Hotwells 
scheme. 


8.  Porthyrhaw  Emergency  Supply. 

River  abstraction  with  Candy  Metri  pump  with  chemical  treat- 
ment by  sodium  carbonate  and  sodium  hypochlorite;  up  to  200,000 
gallons  per  day.  Operated  July — October  1959.  during  drought,  and 
held  in  reserve  in  the  event  of  a similar  emergency. 

9.  Treffgarne  Emergency  Supply. 

River  abstraction  with  Candy  Metri  pump,  with  chemical  treat- 
ment by  sodium  carbonate  and  sodium  hypochlorite- — up  to  200,000 
g.p.d.  Operated  September — October  1959,  during  drought  only,  but 
held  in  event  of  similar  emergency. 

10.  Small  Agricultural  Schemes. 

There  are  approximately  160  farms  supplied  by  small  piped 
schemes  and  grant-aided  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
through  the  County  Agricultural  Executive  Committee.  The  sources 
in  the  majority  of  these  schemes  are  wells  and  springs. 

The  total  quantity  of  water  supplied  in  1959  was  426,176,000 
gallons,  or  approximately  1,168,000  gallons  per  day.

SAMPLING  OF  WATER 

Eight  hundred  and  twenty-three  samples  were  submitted  for 
analysis  during  the  year  under  review,  734  of  these  being  for 
bacteriological  examination,  72  for  chemical  analysis,  nine  for  the 
measurement  of  radio-activity  and  eight  for  the  measurement  of 
fluoride  content. 

This  is  a considerable  increase  on  the  normal  routine  samples 
taken  annually  and  is  due  mainly  to  the  need  for  close  supervision 
of  the  emergency  supplies  brought  into  use  during  the  dry  summer 
period.  This  was  particularly  so  in  the  case  of  the  St.  Davids  area 
in  view  of  the  fluctuation  in  bacterial  quality  and  the  known  pollution 
in  the  stream  at  Porthyrhaw.  Several  sources  of  pollution  were 
eliminated  at  the  commencement  of  the  scheme,  but  daily  sampling 
was  carried  out  at  various  points  at  Solva  and  St.  Davids  during  the 
period  July — September  as  a precautionary  measure.

(iv)  Measurement  of  Fluoride  Content 

During  a preliminary  investigation  into  fluoridation  of  water 
supplies,  samples  were  taken  from  eight  sources  to  ascertain  the 
natural  fluoride  content. 

The  results  varied  from  .030  to  .078  parts  per  million,  and  were 
all  well  below  the  limit  of  1.0  part  per  million  Fluoride  which  medical 
and  health  authorities  in  this  country  consider  to  be  a satisfactory 
concentration.

Other  Conversion  Schemes. 

In  addition  to  the  properties  connected  to  the  various  village 
sewerage  schemes,  sanitary  conversion  schemes  with  drainage  to  cess- 
pools or  septic  tank  units  have  been  carried  out  by  property  owners 
in  112  cases.  The  fact  that  .95  of  these  were  undertaken  as  part  of 
house  improvement  schemes  again  shows  the  valuable  contribution 
made  by  improvement  grants  in  raising  the  standard  of  public  health 
in  the  district. 

Emptying  of  Cesspools. 

There  has  been  an  increased  demand  for  this  service,  212  cess- 
pools being  emptied  during  the  year,  an  increase  of  15  on  the  previous 
year.  Six  of  these  were  in  areas  outside  the  rural  district  where 
similar  services  were  lacking. 

A nominal  charge  of  fl  is  made  for  cesspools  at  private  dwell- 
ings within  the  district  and  £4-5-0  for  business  premises. 

The  cesspool  emptier  purchased  in  1952  is  also  used  extensively 
in  the  maintenance  of  the  numerous  disposal  works  operated  by  the 
Council. 

Drainage  Inspections. 

A great  deal  of  the  District  Inspectors’  time  was  again  devoted 
to  advisory  work  and  inspection  of  drainage  installations  in  con- 
nection with  the  construction  of  new  buildings  and  improvement 
works  carried  out  to  existing  properties.  Two  hundred  and  eighty-six 
visits  were  made  for  inspection  purposes  and  144  tests  carried  out  on 
drainage  schemes. 

In  addition,  surveys  were  made  of  66  properties  in  connection 
with  proposed  sewerage  schemes,  and  72  visits  made  in  regard  to 
inspection  of  sewers  and  disposal  works  and  the  sampling  of 
sewage  effluents. 
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Examination  of  Sewage  and  Effluents  and  Streams. 

(i # Walton  West. 

Conditions  on  the  course  of  the  stream  receiving  the  discharge 
from  the  Walton  West  sewerage  works  were  again  kept  under 
observation  during  the  summer  period,  and  eight  samples  were  sub- 
mitted for  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses. 

The  reports  indicated  that  the  amount  of  organic  matter  received 
by  the  stream  was  far  in  excess  of  that  it  was  able  to  purify  during 
its  course  to  the  beach,  although  at  the  point  of  discharge  on  to  the 
beach  at  Broad  Haven  the  improvement  in  its  quality  was  shown 
to  be  considerable.  Although  no  pathogenic  organisms  were  present 
in  the  samples,  chlorination  of  the  stream  was  again  introduced  as  a 
precautionary  measure  and  remedial  work  carried  out  at  the  disposal 
plant  by  the  Engineer’s  Department. 

(b)  Solva. 

Samples  were  also  taken  of  the  effluents  from  the  sewerage 
works  of  the  Council  and  Royal  Naval  Air  Station,  Brawdy,  which 
discharge  to  the  Brawdy  stream,  and  also  from  the  stream  above 
and  below  the  points  of  discharge.  In  all,  seven  samples  were  taken 
for  bactei'iological  and  chemical  analysis. 

In  the  case  of  the  Air  Station,  some  pollution  of  the  stream 
occurred  through  incomplete  purification  at  the  disposal  works,  but 
some  natural  purification  occurred  in  the  stream  on  its  mile  course 
to  the  Council  works. 

The  effluent  from  these  latter  works  was  again  unsatisfactory, 
and  this  confirmed  the  Council’s  decision  in  1958  to  install  percolating 
filters  and  humus  tanks  to  provide  full  treatment.  This  work  was 
completed  before  the  end  of  the  year. 


(c)  Brawdy. 

Investigation  was  also  carried  out  of  contamination  and  dis- 
colouration of  a water  course  and  pond  at  a farm  premises  from 
surface  water  discharge  from  the  Air  Station.  Samples  indicated 
heavy  contamination  with  mineral  oil  and  synthetic  or  coal  tar  dye. 

In  consultation  with  Admiralty  Surveyors,  an  oil  interceptor 
was  installed  in  the  main  surface  water  drainage  from  adjacent  run- 
ways on  the  airfield  to  intercept  polluting  matter  before  discharge 
to  the  water  course. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  Collection. 

The  Council  provides  a very  extensive  refuse  collection  service, 
no  less  than  63  parishes  being  covered,  mainly  on  a weekly  basis,  by 
the  three  refuse  vehicles.  It  is  estimated  that  this  service  is  avail- 
able to  6,129  premises,  or  approximately  80%  of  the  total  number  of 
premises  in  the  rural  district. 

There  has  again  been  an  increased  demand  for  this  very  essential 
service  and  numerous  requests  are  continually  being  received  from 
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persons  living  in  the  outlying  areas  of  the  rural  district.  Extension 
of  the  service  was  effected  in  the  following  areas  during  the  ^ar: —

In  addition  to  the  normal  requirements  of  the  resident  population, 
the  service  has  also  to  cater  for  the  large  influx  of  visitors  to  hotels, 
boarding  houses  and  caravans  during  the  summer  months  as  well  as 
to  deal  with  the  increased  volume  of  refuse  from  shops  and  other 
business  premises.  During  this  period  a twice  weekly  collection  is 
carried  out  at  Little  Haven,  Broad  Haven,  Nolton  Haven,  Newgale, 
Solva,  St.  Davids  and  Whitesands  Bay  for  clearance  of  refuse  from 
caravan  sites,  certain  hotel  and  shop  premises  and  litter  baskets. 

It  must  be  appreciated  that  with  the  staff  and  vehicles  now  avail- 
able the  service  has  reached  its  utmost  limit,  and  it  has  only  been 
possible  to  deal  with  the  increased  volume  of  refuse  resulting  from 
extension  of  collection  routes,  new  house  building,  industrial  develop- 
ment and  the  tourist  trade  by  means  of  overtime  work. 

The  total  refuse  collected  was  approximately  5,154  tons,  this 
being  an  increase  of  466  tons  on  1958.  The  mileage  covered  by  the 
vehicles  was  35,687,  an  increase  of  2,631  miles  on  the  previous  year. 

The  total  cost  of  operating  the  service  for  the  financial  year 
1959/60  was  £7,550,  together  with  £2,043  for  disposal  of  refuse.  The

Sardis 


The  Grange  Farm  tip  replaced  the  one  which  had  been  in 
operation  for  several  years  at  Targate,  Freystrop.  This  latter  site 
has  been  levelled  and  the  lease  will  be  relinquished  in  September 
1960.  Tipping  was  discontinued  at  Wallis  Common,  Ambleston. 

Salvaged  Materials. 

There  is  no  salvage  of  waste  paper  in  operation  in  view  of  the 
poor  financial  return  and  the  comparatively  high  cost  of  collection. 

Segregation  and  recovery  of  scrap  metal  was  discontinued  owing 
to  lack  of  demand. 

Anti-Litter  Campaign. 

The  Council  again  gave  active  support  to  this  campaign  by  the 
display  of  publicity  material  and  by  the  provision  of  additional  litter 
baskets.  Two  hundred  litter  baskets  have  now  been  provided  by  the 
Council  at  seaside  resorts,  the  main  villages  and  county  road  lay-bys. 
The  Pembrokeshire  County  Council  have  provided  litter  baskets  on 
trunk  road  lay-bys. 


The  Council  has  provided  public  conveniences  at  St.  Davids, 
Whitesands  Bay,  Solva,  Newgale,  Broad  Haven,  Little  Haven,  Dale, 
Llangwm  and  Letterston.  Caretakers  have  been  appointed  to  cleanse 
and  supervise  the  conveniences  on  all  these  sites,  with  the  exception 
of  Broad  Haven  and  Little  Haven,  where  arrangements  are  made  for 
a Council  employee  to  undertake  these  duties  in  addition  to  those  of 
car  park  attendant. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  structures  were  painted  and  redecorated 
before  the  commencement  of  the  summer  season.  Improvements 
were  carried  out  to  the  access  of  the  conveniences  at  Broad  Haven 
and  a new  cesspool  unit  constructed  at  Whitesands  Bay.  Wilful 
damage  to  coin  boxes  again  occurred  as  well  as  misuse  of  the  con- 
veniences and  defacement  of  walls.  At  Broad  Haven,  Newgale  and 
Whitesands  Bay  action  had  to  be  taken  to  prevent  fouling  of  sanitary 
fittings  from  the  disposal  of  contents  of  chemical  closets  from 
caravan  sites.

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sites  in  the  rural  district,  and  joint  action  should  be  taken  with  the 
Planning  Authority  to  bring  these  to  the  required  standard*  Three 
hundred  and  eighty  caravans  and  125  tents  were  record*  in  a 
survey  made  of  camping  sites  during  the  peak  August  period. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  year  1959  saw  the  commencement  of  a new  service  by  the 
Council,  that  of  rodent  control  at  farms  within  the  rural  district. 
The  closure  of  the  pests  department  of  the  County  Agricultural 
Committee,  set  up  as  a war-time  measure  to  destroy  rats  and  so 
minimise  the  destruction  of  valuable  foodstuffs,  meant  a severe  loss 
to  the  farming  community. 

As  a result  of  representations  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  and  Food,  the  Council  decided  to  operate  a rodent  con- 
trol service  to  farms,  in  addition  to  maintaining  control  over 
infestation  at  private  dwellings,  business  premises  and  Council - 
owned  refuse  tips  and  sewerage  works. 

It  is  satisfying  to  report  that  the  work  of  the  two  rodent 
operators  (formerly  employed  by  the  County  Agricultural  Com- 
mittee) has  been  welcomed  not  only  by  these  farmers  who  held  Com- 
mittee contracts,  but  also  by  farmers  new  to  the  scheme.

Test  baiting  of  the  Council’s  sewers  at  Merlin’s  Bridge,  Johnston, 
Letterston  and  St.  Davids  revealed  negative  results — a very  satis- 
factory position.  Regular  treatment  at  the  Council’s  refuse  tips  and 
control  by  soil  covering  of  refuse,  has  ensured  complete  control  of 
rat  infestations. 

DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION 

Two  pi-emises  were  disinfected  following  deaths  from  Tubercu- 
losis and  Cancer. 

Treatment  was  carried  out  at  five  premises  for  flea,  ant  and 
silverfish  infestations. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

No  formal  action  was  taken  under  Section  47  of  the  Act  in  regard 
to  persons  in  need  for  care  and  attention.  Arrangements  were,  how- 
ever, made  for  voluntary  admittance  to  hospital  of  an  aged  couple 
suffering  from  chronic  disease.

This  shows  an  increase  of  28  on  the  corresponding  period  last 
year,  although,  as  previously  stated,  72  families  were  rehoused  by 
the  Council  during  the  year. 

Slum  Clearance. 

During  the  year  under  review  14  families  were  rehoused  from 
sub-standard  accommodation  and  23  unfit  houses  were  closed.  Action 
under  the  Housing  Act  was  taken  in  connection  with  18  properties. 
A Demolition  Order  was  made  in  one  case,  proposals  accepted  for 
the  repair  and  improvement  of  6 houses,  and  undertakings  not  to 
re-let  accepted  in  11  instances.  One  case  was  deferred  pending 
submission  of  proposals  by  the  owner. 

Eight  unfit  houses  were  demolished. 

Two  undertakings  not  to  re-let  were  cancelled,  the  properties 
having  been  reconditioned.  Structural  defects  were  also  remedied 
in  117  cases. 

Private  Building  Development. 

Thirty-one  new  houses  were  completed  by  private  enterprise. 
This  brings  the  total  number  of  houses  built  privately  in  the  post- 
war period  to  337. 

Housing  Improvements.

Council  continued  its  progressive  policy  of  extending  grant 
aid  under  the  Housing  Acts  in  respect  of  improvement  and  modern- 
isation of  pi’ivate  dwelling  houses.  Grants  for  improvements  to  113 
properties  and  conversions  in  7 cases  were  approved,  the  total  grant 
involved  being  £37.650. 

Improvement  works  to  96  houses  were  completed,  the  total  grant 
paid  in  these  cases  being  £30,574/2/0. 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  scheme  in  1949,  711  grants  have 
been  approved,  and  improvement  works  have  been  completed  in  551 
cases. 

This  work  is  undertaken  in  conjunction  with  the  Building 
Surveyor’s  Department.  During  the  year  288  visits  were  made  by 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  respect  of  improvement  grant  appli- 
cations and  70  visits  made  in  connection  with  other  works  of  repair 
and  improvements.

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These  results  show  an  improvement  in  the  bacterial  quality  of 
the  niPk  supplies,  94.5%  being  reported  satisfactory  compared  with 
90.99®i  1958. 

(b)  Biological  Examination. 

Thirteen  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  were  examined  to  ascer- 
tain the  presence  of  Tuberculosis  or  Abortus.  In  two  cases  the  guinea 
pigs  died  of  an  intercurrent  disease  before  completion  of  the  test. 

Ten  of  the  samples  were  reported  to  be  free  from  infection. 
The  remaining  sample,  whilst  being  free  from  Tuberculosis,  was 
found  to  contain  Brucella  Abortus.  The  supply  was  from  a source 
outside  the  rural  district  and  a request  was  made  for  the  retailer 
concerned  to  discontinue  selling  milk  from  this  source  until  the 
infection  had  been  cleared  at  the  farm  premises.  Further  investiga- 
tion and  appropriate  action  at  the  farm  was  carried  out  by  health 
officers  in  that  area. 

Milk  Bottle  Rinsing  Tests. 

Rinsing  Tests  were  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
on  12  cleansed  bottles  to  ascertain  the  efficiency  of  cleansing  and 
sterilisation.  All  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

Investigation  of  Complaints. 

Two  complaints  regarding  milk  supplies  were  investigated,  and 
in  both  cases  specimens  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for 
examination. 

The  first  complaint  referred  to  an  improperly  cleansed  bottle 
containing  milk,  there  being  a greyish  film  adhering  to  the  inside 
of  the  bottle.  The  report  in  this  case  indicated  that  the  film  was 
that  of  miscellaneous  dust. 

In  the  second  case  the  Public  Analyst  stated  that  the  minute 
deposit  in  the  milk  bottle  consisted  principally  of  fragments  of 
vegetable  tissue  derived  from  leaves  and  cereals. 

Warnings  were  given  to  the  vendors  concerned  in  these  cases. 


Registration  of  Premises  for  Manufacture  and  Sale. 

There  are  no  premises  registered  with  the  Council  for  the 
manufacture  of  ice  cream,  all  supplies  being  obtained  from  five 
sources  outside  the  district. 

Sixty-nine  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  and  storage  of 
ice-cream  in  accordance  with  Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act  1955.

MINERAL  WATERS 

Routine  sampling  of  mineral  waters  from  sources  outside  the 
district  as  well  as  from  the  two  local  manufacturers  were  continued 
during  the  year. 

Ten  samples,  including  six  from  the  local  works,  were  reported 
to  be  of  satisfactory  bacterial  standard. 

Bottle  Rinsing  Tests. 

Cleansed  bottles  were  also  obtained  from  the  local  manufactories 
to  ascertain  the  efficiency  of  cleansing  and  sterilisation.  Twelve 
bottles  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  on  bacteriological  examination.

The  survey  of  food  premises  commenced  in  1958  was  continued 
during  the  period  but  owing  to  the  pressure  of  other  departmental 
needs  was  not  as  was  hoped  completed.  Attention  was  drawn  to  the 
necessity  of  the  provision  of  washing  and  cleansing  facilities  together 
with  general  structural  conditions,  cleanliness,  food  storage,  refrig- 
eration and  the  provision  of  sanitary  accommodation.  It  was  noted 
with  appreciation  that  the  food  retail  trade  has  been  most 
co-operative  in  complying  with  the  necessary  statutory  regulations. 
Follow  up  inspections  and  re-visits  were  made  and  attention  was 
directed  to  the  provision  of  washing  and  cleansing  facilities  to  the 
food  sales  vans  which  operate  in  the  district.  Good  progress  was 
made  to  this  end  although  the  major  problem  to  date  is  the  fluctuat- 
ing number  of  such  sales  vans  which  operate  in  the  Council’s  district. 
The  regulations  provide  for  the  installation  of  washing  and  cleansing 
facilities  in  vans  which  carry  food  for  immediate  consumption  but 
somewhat  ironically  do  not  necessitate  the  provision  of  such  facilities 
upon  bread  vans  and  butchers  meat  vans,  although  if  the  bread  van 
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has  upon  it  unwrapped  cakes  the  provision  of  washing  facilities  is 
required.  This  ambiguity  in  the  present  day  regualtions  is  ^contra- 
diction to  all  forms  of  food  hygiene  practice  and  is  an  anom;flf ' which 
should  be  corrected  at  the  earliest  date. 

Inspections  were  carried  out  of  the  main  residential  hotels  and 
guest  houses  in  the  area  and  it  was  pleasing  to  record  the  high 
standard  of  kitchen  and  otherwise  hygiene  which  prevailed  at  such 
premises. 

Re-inspections  and  routine  visits  were  made  of  the  licensed 
premises  in  the  area  and  it  is  encouraging  to  report  that  these  were 
in  the  main  maintained  in  a clean  and  satisfactory  condition.  During 
the  period  owing  to  alteration  of  the  district  boundary  one  premises 
passed  to  the  administration  district  of  Milford  Haven  Urban 
District  Council. 


FOOD  POISONING
